PHILENA A. DICKEY 
1878-1949 

Miss Philena A. Dickey, since 1931 
Director of the Sondley Reference 
Library of Asheville and for many 
years a faithful member of the 
North Carolina Library Association, 
died suddenly at her home in Ashe- 
ville on June 13, 1949.
